THE YUCCA NIGHT LIZARD 
X anlusia vigilis 


Every naturalist, 
when 
he is 
frustrated in his attem pts at lo­ 
cating specimens to collect, w on­ 
ders if there are not many little 
creatures in hiding about him, 
giving him a silent "Horse-laugh” 
as he vainly searches—many lit­ 
tle creatures that he could see if 
he but knew w here to look. And 
at such tim es the story 
of 
the 
Yucca N ight Lizard is likely 
to 
come to his mind. 
For the Yucca N ight Lizard is 
one of those little creatures th at 
know how to hide properly—that 
is, they did know, until the n at­ 
uralist learned 
w here 
to look. 
For thirty-five years 
after 
its 
discovery, only five of these lit­ 
tle lizards allowed them selves to 
be caught. 
Yet, all the time, it 
was the m ost abundant reptile in 
its range. 


First Found In California 


The first specimens that came 
to the eye of science were cap­ 
tured at F ort Tejon, California, 
by John X antus. He sent them to 
Professor B aird of Philadelphia, 
and Professor B aird published a 
paper describing them 
in 1858, 
naming the new fam ily and genus 
in honor of the collector; the fam ­ 
ily he called X antusiidae, and the 
genus, X antusia. 
Then, although 
scientists everyw here w ere in ter­ 
ested in the tiny anim al, no m ore 
were found for m any years. No 
one knew w here to 
look for it. 
And not a single specimen turned 
up until 1891, 
w hen the fam ous 
Death Valley Expedition, a gov­ 
ernm ent-sponsored group of em ­ 
inent scientists 
and 
engineers, 
found two of them . 
In all the 
museums of the w orld, X antusia 
vigilis was represented 
by five 
specimens. 


Sixth O btained In 1893 


The sixth one w as captured by 
Dr. John Van Denburgh, one of 
this country’s forem ost reptile au­ 
thorities, in 1893. His catch con­ 
sisted of a young 
.lizard which 
had apparently not y et learned to 
hide; Dr. V an D enburgh’s keen 
eye saw it sitting on the top of a 
fallen Joshua tree limb. The doc­ 
tor put tw o and tw o together, 
and began 
turning 
over these 
limbs and looking beneath them . 
From then on, in his own words, 
collecting 
X antusia 
became 
“merely a question 
of physical 
exertion.” 
On 
th a t mem orable 
afternoon, he turned over a sin­ 
gle log and captured five lizards 
—as many as w ere known in all 
the collections of the world, up 
to that time! 
And today, the little lizard is 
as common as ever; it is only nec­ 
essary to look for it in the right 
place. Most people do not even 
suspect it exists, 
and many 
of 
them would not care if they did. 
“Why,” they m ight say, "should 
we prick our fingers 
on Joshua 
tree leaves, and break our backs 
turning over logs, just to 
get a 
look at a lizard only three inches 
long?” 


Individual In C haracter 


Well, you and I know that size 
is no index to the am ount of in­ 
terest an anim al can arouse in us, 
and pricked 
fingers 
and 
sore 
backs are indeed a small 
price 
to pay for the privilege of m eet­ 
ing 
a 
fellow -inhabitant of this 
planet w ith 
so m uch individual 
character. 
The Yucca N ight Lizard is the 
smallest lizard—in fact, the sm all­ 
est reptile—of California, rarely, 
if ever, exceeding three and one- 
half inches in 
total length. 
Its 
body is cylindrical and flexible, 
and its legs are ridiculously short. 
But those legs 
carry the lizard 
with surprising agility, and after 
turning a log, 
you 
m ust 
grab 
quickly before your quarry has 
disappeared into 
the 
decaying 
debris around it. 
The eyes of this lizard are m ost 
distinctive. In the first pace, it 
has no eyelids: Its gaze is forever 
fixed upon 
the 
little 
w orld 
around it, unblinking and unw a­ 
vering. And, as the lizard is a 
denizen of the d ark night, it has 
eyes like those of a cat. The p u ­ 
pil, in the daytim e, 
is a m ere 
vertical slit, but at night, it ex ­ 
pands to a m ore nearly circular 
shape, opening w ider to take a d ­ 
vantage of every available ray of 
light. 


Is Aptly Named 


The Yucca N ight Lizard is w ell 
named, as it is 
nearly 
alw ays 
found in association w ith some 
species of 
yucca—usually 
the 
Joshua tree, Yucca brevifolia. An 
individual m ay pass its entire life 
in the shelter of a single fallen 
Joshua tree. It is born there, eats 
there, breeds there, and finally 
dies there, perhaps at the jaw s 
of a Spotted N ight Snake or some 
other agile foe. W herever 
the 
Joshua occurs in California, there 
too will be found th e Yucca N ight

And occasionally, one 
or two m ay be discovered ii\ the 
ruins of an ancient Palo V erde 
or other desert tree. B ut the Josh­ 
ua is its chief place of residence. 
Night lizards do not lay eggs, 
but bear their young alive. From 
one to th ree babies are born in 
the late summer, 
and they are 
surprisingly large—nearly, if not 
quite, a third the len g th -o f the 
mother! 
Know L ittle About It 
We need to know m ore about 
the food of the N ight Lizard, b u t 
it is a thing difficult 
to study. 
Night feeding makes observation 
of wild species w ell-nigh impos­ 
sible, an d captive specim ens m ay 
eat in an unnatural w ay. 
As a m atter of fact, w e really 
know v ery little about this child 
of the desert, beyond being aw are 
of w here it lives, 
and anything 
anyone can find out about it is 
welcome indeed. 
A final word of caution — if 
anyone w ants to go to A ntelope 
Valley, o r to the Joshua Tree N a­ 
tional Monument, and m ake the 
acquaintance of this little fellow, 
well and good. But don’t be hog­ 
gish! A good n aturalist alw ays 
replaces the logs he tu rn s in their 
original positions, to m ake a home 
for m ore lizards 
and 
to keepj 
from ruining the 
beauty of the 
landscape, 
and 
he collects 
no 
more specimens 
than he really 
needs o r can adequately care for. 
The Y ucca Night L izard is so pic­ 
turesque a character, so adept at 
minding its own business in its 
own little niche, th at w e should 
all tu rn our thum bs firm ly down 
on any activity th at has a ten d ­ 
ency tow ard reducing its num ­ 
bers. L e t’s forget, for once, th at 
we are supposed to be the Lords 
of C reation, and try to 
live 
in 
harm ony with at least one crea­ 
ture m ore helpless 
than we!—

following

Regulations On 
Heating Homes By 
Gas Are Reduced 


Good news for some Southern 
C alifornia Gas Company custo­ 
m ers was contained in a directive 
issued on February 11 by

Office of W ar U tilities, W ar Pro­ 
duction Board, under w hich the 
C om pany wil now be perm itted 
to supply gas for house heating 
to all homes except those having 
h eatin g appliances using

T he modification of O rder U-7, 
w hich in general had lim ited the 
use of gas for residential

in use at the tim e the original 
o rd er became effective, m akes it 
perm issible to add to or replace 
existing gas heating installations 
w ith new equipm ent, the 
gas 
com pany’s Sales D epartm ent ex­ 
plains. Three classes of customers, 
form erly prohibited 
from using 
gas h eat in their homes, are bene- 
fitted.

equipm ent in­ 
stalled in thier homes. 
3) Those who have gas heating 
equipm ent already installed, but 
w ho w ere prohibited from using 
it u n d er provisions of the original 
lim itation order.

UNRRA as an illustration of an 
ever-recurring problem. The feed­ 
ing of distressed peoples in 
an 
area devastated by w ar is a p rac­ 
tical necessity. There is no arg u ­ 
m ent. The arm y feeds them to­ 
day, successfully. Specially tra in ­ 
ed m en in another alphabetical 
agency follow the 
arm y. 
Still 
later would come UNRRA. 
How long is this to continue? 
No answ er. A n am endm ent d u r­ 
ing action on the floor set a time 
lim it of “two years after th e ces­ 
sation of hostilities.” T hat m eans 
nothing. We are already giving 
relief in Sicily. The Pacific w ar 
m ay continue 
two years, 
six 
years, who knows. Are w e to give 
relief in Sicily, Italy, N orth A f­ 
rica, for two years after that? 
I have personnally talked w ith 
the representatives of distressed 
nations. I have yet to find one 
who feels th a t this help w ill 
be 
needed for m ore than one grow ­ 
ing season; 6 to 9 m onths. The 
countries w ill need seeds, equip­ 
m ent, perhaps other factors for 
PRODUCTION. They w ill 
have 
labor. 
One growing 
season 
in 
m ost cases w ill recreate 
their 
food supplies; 18 m onths 
would 
allow for a bad first season. 
A few w eeks ago, th e P resi­ 
dent took over the railroads be­ 
cause certain demands of A m eri­ 
can citizens employed by 
them 
w ere “inflationary.” The am ount 
involved w as said to be about 
$100 millions. 
UNRRA 
blithely 
provides for an expenditure by us 
abroad of 
1300 TIMES th a t a­ 
m ount, w ith no details as to how 
the am ount w as determ ined; how 
it is to be spent. 
A re we th e “richest nation in 
the w orld?” We have th e largest 
debt per fam ily of any nation. 
Does that m ake us the richest? 
C ertain of our natural resources 
are being exhausted w hile those j 
of allied nations are being 
con­ 
served. We have ten p er cent of 
the w orld’s resources and 
carry 
half the cost of the w ar. It is our 
w ar, just as much as theirs: I only 
w ant inform ation to w hich I think 
the people are entitled. M aybe I 
am pro-American! C hurchill 
is 
pro-B ritain; Stalin is Pro-Russia, 
and Chiang is pro-China, and no­ 
body seems to think th a t is odd. 


The people 
of the distressed 
nations should be helped to help 
them selves. There is no 
record 
available of their having asked 
for more th an that. If th a t is the 
object of UNRRA, w hy th e se­ 
crecy; w hy the pressure; 
why 
the opposition to lim itations; why 
the large appropriation lim its? 
This is th e bill w hich passed 
the House a t 5:20 p. m. on Tues­ 
day, January 25th, 1944. It goes 
to the Senate. If the S enate ac­ 
cepts it, w e are in! 
If we are to continue constitu­ 
tional governm ent in th e United 
States, I know only one w ay to 
do it; w ork under the term s of the 
C onstitution. If Congress is re­ 
fused inform ation about so fun­ 
dam ental a m atter as this; 
with 
such far-reaching possibilities for 


the people of the U nited States, 
I know only one w ay to m eet th at 
issue. 
1 voted No. 
I have given this column for 5 
w eeks to a 
discussion 
of 
the 
UNRRA argum ent and vote be­ 
cause this is an illustration of th e 
problem s constantly today before 
the people of the U nited States 
and consequently before 
th eir 
elected 
representatives 
in the 
Congress.

Discus Throwing Joins Hard Baseball 
In Limbo of Forgotten Sports Now At 
Palm Springs High; County Bans Them 


BY JERRY TRACY 


Are Riverside county boys growing soft? The good old American 
game of baseball played w ith a hard ball was given up in favor of 
the more effeminate gam e of softball several years ago. Now comes 
announcement that the classic sport of discus throw jng has been 
abandoned by the East Hiverside County Athletic League. 


During the heyday of the an-' 
cient Olympic games, 
betw een 
776 B.C. and 600 A.D., th e skill of 
throw ing a discus was considered 
one of five m ajor feats in 
the 
pentathlon, also one of ten m ajor 
events in the 
decathlon. 
The 
Olympic gam es w ere played at 
the foot of M ount O lym pus 
for 
approxim ately 1500 years, 
and 
during all th at tim e discus throw ­ 
ing m aintained its im portance as 
one of the m ajor sports. 


FROM ANCIENT DAYS 


The G reeks and R om ans 
had 
little pastim e aside from sports 
after they got through w orking 
their fields or helping build beau­ 
tiful m arble and stone buildings. 
The G reeks and Rom ans 
w ere 
highly in favor of m uscular de­ 
velopm ent. So for m any years 
the classic com petition continued 
until civilization started to spread 
all over the world. 
T hen 
the 
tragedy came. People w eren’t in­ 
terested in bodily fitness bu t they 
were interested in m aking money, 
and one or the other of their in­ 
terests had to go. Everyone knows 
which one went. 
Discus throw ing w as consider­ 
ed the hardest sport of all Olym ­ 
pic games, because it took power, 
coordination, and quickness 
to 
perform perfectly. It is natural 
therefore, th at its survival should 
have presented a problem . 


The Olympic 
sports did not 
vanish altogether. In 1896 m any 
people w anted them revived. The 
first m odern Olympic gam e was 
held in A thens, w here it began 
in 776 B.C. The m odem series 
has been continued w ith increas­ 
ing in terest being tak en in them 
except for interruptions due 
to 
war. 


CROSSED OFF LIST 


The Palm Springs high school 
had to cross discus throw ing off 
the athletic list this year. 
The 
East Riverside C ounty A thletic 
League recently voted to aban­ 
don the sport, citing as reasons 
for its discontinuance (1) lack of 
interest on com peting 
schools, 
and (2) danger of th e sport 
to 
participants and spectators. 


One of the boys w ho has com­ 
peted in this sport is B ill Foster. 
He received first place in 
the 


^league track m eet last year 
at 
Coachella. He has gone into the 
Navy. There is no other athlete 
to take his place in this particu­ 
lar sport. About the same situa­ 
tion exists in all the high schools 
in this league. 
We hope some day that discus 
throw ing will be once more pop­ 
ular in our high schools. 
R ight 
now the m anpow er is needed by 
Uncle Sam, and there is 
little 
point in m aking a plea for 
the 
preservation of this classic sport 
for the present.

His Credit, Now With War Loan Drive, 


Tells Thrilling Story to Rotarians 


Major Alien V. Martini, veteran of more than 300 combat hours 
in Europe, now on assignment with the treasury department, aid­ 
ing the war loan drives, is in Palm Springs for a brief rest after 
the strenuous fourth war loan drive, and Wednesday noon at the 
Desert Inn, spoke to Village Rotarians and guests, telling a thrilling 
story of the aerial warfare over France and Germany and bring­ 
ing home the fact that Americans are too complacent—there are 
some tough days ahead. 
Major Martini was recently in 
the news when he brought a 
l,*ane home on less than a wing 
and a prayer—in fact, it was with 
mostly a prayer, the wings were 
about gone. 
TOOK THE DARE 
He has had four planes, each 
named the Dry Martini, shot out 
from under him and has come 
through unscathed. He is the only 
American flyer officially men­ 
tioned by the Nazi radio. They 
dared him to come back—he did 
with more bombs. 
He brought to the attention of 
his listeners that they must keep 
in mind that when press dis­ 
patches say 10 Nazi fighters were 
downed to one U. S. bomber, that 
the German loss in planes is far 
heavier but because of the large 
crews on bombers, the man­ 
power loss is even. He also high­ 
ly praised the work of bomber 
crews—they are the ones who 
pour it on, he said.
